Treaty Is Proposed, 
According to London 


Text of Alleged Treaty 
Published — Englishmen 
in Russia to Be Victims 
of Retaliatory Murders. 


RUSSIA TO SMUGGLE 
RIFLES INTO IRELAND 


Say Treaty Was -Nego- 
tiated in United States 
and Original Bears Dail 
Eireann Seals. 


London, June 9.—A corner in the 
world’s flax supply, the murder of 
an Englishman in Russia for each 
Sinn Feiner executed, and _ the 
smuggling of 50,000 rifles from Rus- 
sia into Ireland, are features of an 
alleged proposed treaty between 
Dail Elreann and the  bolshevik 
government, made public in a par- 
liamentary paper. 

What is purpprted to be the text 
of the treaty, said to have been 
negotiated by McCartan, a Sinn 
Fein envoy, in the United States in 
1920, ‘ was given out officially 
Thursday night. The Original is 
said to bear Dail Eirxeann seals 
and notes thereon by De Valera. 

De Valera, aceording to the par- 
liamentary paper, advocated pub- 
licity for the document. Through a 
treaty with Russia, which was to 
be of ten years’ duration, the au- 
thors of the document planned for a 
corner in the world’s supply of flax, 
which would give Sinn Fein an eco- 
nomie stranglehold upon Ulster. 

Another clause in the proposed 
treaty called for soviet Russia’s 
supplying the Irish republican army 
with 50,000 rifles. Clause 5 entrusts 
the interests ofthe “Irish Republic” 
in Russia to the Roman Catholic 
church. 

Clause 6specified that the Irish 
be permitted to use the bolshevik 
diplomatic mail pouches. Another 
clause specified that the Russians 
sell flax, wheat, lumber and other 
commodities only to those Irish 
firms approved by Sinn Fein.

The police action was ordered as 
a part of the federal and state war 
upon the camphor scale, which 
threatens to destroy much vegeta- 
tion in this region. Orders for the 
flower inspection were issued by 
Government Entomologist E.. R. 
Barber and State Entomologist W, 
E. Anderson. Even the wearer of 
a buttonhole bouquet must have in 
his pocket a certificate that his 
nosegay is free from the insect pest.

Washington, June 9,—ITInvestiga- 
tion of the recent speech in London 
by Rear Admiral William S. Sims 
touching on Irish sympathizers in 
this country was ordered by the 
senate today without a record vote. 
The resolution was offered by Sen- 
ator Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sipp!. | | 

Little debate marked the consid- 
eration of the resolution, which des- 
ignates the senate naval committee 
as the investigating agency., Sen- 
ator Wadsworth, republicah, New 
York, inquired whether the same 
end sought by the proposed i{nveati- 
gation would not be served by the 
formal inquiries sent. to Admiral 
Sims by Secretary Denby. 

“Possibly so,” replied Senator Har- 
rison, “but I think’ the charges 
against Admiral Sims in this case 
are so grave that the senate can- 
not afford to ignore them.” 

The resolution contained severa] 
paragraphs from a press dispatch 
on the Sims’ speech. Senator Har- 
rison said the question might. be 
raised as to the correctness of the 
quotation, but added that there ap- 
peared to be ample reason for An 
investigation any way. 


STICKS 
BY GUNS. 

London, June 9.—Rear Admiral 
William S. Sims, U: S. N., is quoted 
by the press association today as 
saying this morning, with regard 
to the speech he delivered on the 
Irish question here Tuesday: 

“I stand by all I said, every word 
of it. I shan’t repudiate a single 
word I said, and I see nothing un- 
American in it, eYVen if Senator Me- 
Cormick does.” 

Admiral Sims, who this morning 
said he had not received the cable-, 
gram reported to have been sent 
him by Secretary of the Navy Den- 
by inquiring if the admiral was 
correctly quoted in the. press re- 
ports of his speech, has. arranged 
to have the cable message delivered 
to him as soon as it reaches Lon- 
don. 

Admiral §ims’ speech was given a 
prominent place on the front pages 
of London newspapers, but there 
has been a noticeable absence of 
editorial comment on his declara- 
tions, 

Admiral Sims was a guest at a

officers here today, and*this after- 
noon was to attend a tea at the 
house of commons. He will be pres- 
ent at a dinner given by the Queens- 
town association here tonight. 


Speaking at a luncheon given by 
the English-speaking union at Lon- 
don Tuesday, Admiral Sims was re- 
ported to have made a bitter at- 
tack upon ‘Trish sympathizers in 
America. He was said to have de- 
clared: “They are like zebras—either 
blask horses with white stripes, 
or white horses with black stripes. 
But we know they are not horses 
—they are asses. Each of these 
asses, howeVer, has a vote, and there 
are lots of them.” He declared that 
the persons he assailed were Ameéri- 
cans “when they wanted money, but 
Sinn Feiners when, on the platform,” 
and added, “They are making war 
on America today,” according to 
cabled versions. of.the admiral’s re- 
marks.

SCREAMS OF WOMAN 
HEARD BY NEIGHBORS 


Ordered by Mrs. Easter- 
lin to Leave Her Home, 
Teal Struck Her With 
Rock, She Claims. 


Austell, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Maryy Easterlin, the young 
woman, who shot and killed Mass 
C. Teal near here at about 8 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, was exon- 
erated this morning at an inquest 
held over the body of the farmer, 
and later left for Atlanta with her 
husband. Teal was buried at Friend- 
ship church, in Campbell couniy, 
this afternoon. He is survived by 
a wife and several grown children. 

According to the testimony elicit- 
ed at the inquest, the young wom- 
an and her husband had for the 
past several months been tenants on 
the farm of Teal, a man of between 
65 and 70 years of age. There re- 
cently arose between Teal and East- 
erlin some dispute relative to pay- 
ment of rent, or disposition of crops, 
and the farmer had on several oc- 
casions engaged in arguments with 
Easterlin. 

At about 8 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, according to the young 
woman’s testimony, after her hus- 
band had left their home on an 
errand at a neighbor’s house, Teal 
entered the house whilé the young 
woman was alone engaged in wash- 
ing dishes. She asked him to leave, 
fearing, she stated, that the old man 
had come to “nag” her about the 
matter concerning which there had 
been disagreement. 

He refused to leave, she testified, 
and struck her on the head with a 
rock. Becoming frightened, eshe 
seized a 22-caliber rifle, with which 
she hoped to force him to leave. He 
grasped the weapon, She says, in an 


effort to take it from her. In the 
struggle for the weapon, the young 


woman and the man left the house 
and went inte the yard, still strug- 
gling. 

In the yard, she said, the gun was 
discharged: Mrs. Easterlin declared 
that Se does not know whether she 
pulled the trigger, or whether the 
weapon discharged itself in the 
scuffle. 

Teal fell dead, 
through his heart. 

Neighbors stated that prior to the 
shot, they had heard the young 
woman screaming.

NEW PETROLEUM TAX 
ALSO MUDDIES WATERS 


Unofficial Statements De- 
ny Relevancy of Mexic 
Constitution Clause 
Cited by Obregon.

Washington, June 9.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—That the re- 
lations between the governments of 
the United States and Mexico are 
strained again, following the pub- 
lished refusal of President Obre- 
gon to sign a treaty with thig coun- 
try ag a condition of mutual diplo- . 
matic amity, is no secret, intensified 
as it must necessarily be by the 
claimed unwarranted imposition by 
Mexico of an additional 25 per cent 
tax on petroleum. 

While the state department will 
make no official comment pending 
the official advices of the Mexican 
executive’s latest note, it is unof- 
ficially stated that the excuse al- 
leged to have been given Dy Presi- 
dent Obregon, that of a constitu- 
tional] inhibition, is not a sound one, 
as article 15 of the Mexican con- 
stitution, which the executive cites, 
is plainly irrelevant in so far as 
prohibiting a treaty of commerce 
and amity as proposed on May 27 
by Secretary Hughes. 

The text of the article of the 
Mexican constitution, cited by Pres- 
ident Obregon as “restricting” him 
from signing the proposed treaty, 
follows: 


Text of Article. 


“No treaty shall be authorized for 
the extradition of political offend- 
ers, or of offenders of the common 
class, who have been slaves in the 
country where the offense was com- 
mitted. Nor shall any agreement 
or treaty be entered into which 
abridges or modifies the guaran- 
tees and rights which this consti- 
tution grants.to the individual and 
to the citizen.” 

Whereas, the fundamental ques- 
tion which confronts the govern- 
ment of the United States in consid- 
ering its relations with Mexico is 
the safeguarding of property rights 
against confiscation. 

Mexico is free to adopt any poll- 
cy which she pleases with respect 
to her public lands, but she is not 
free, according to Secretary Hughes’ 
note, td destroy without compensa- 
tion valid titles which have been 
obtained by American citizeng under 
Mexican laws, 

A confiscatory policy strikes not 
Only at the interests of particular 
individuals, but at the foundations 
of international intercourse, for it 
is only on the basis of the security 
of property validly possessed under 
the laws existing at the time of its 
acquisition, that commercial trans- 
actions between the peoples of two 
countries and the conduct of aetivi- 
ties in helpful co-operation are pos- 
sible.

May End Today 


Weather Man Sees Hope for 
Early Relief From Long 
Aridity. 


If <. F. von Hermann’s weather 
predictions are dependable, and the 
local rain man has been batting 
1.000 here of late, this  spring’s 
chances of breaking drouth records 
will disappear today in a gentle but 
warmly welcomed shower. 

Saturday would have marked the 
twentieth day upon which Atlanta 
had seen no rain and would have 
equalled the record for dryness at 
this time ef the year. So the prom- 


ised shower comes .just in time to 
prevent the weather man from 
chalking up new high figures for 
prolonged spring aridity. 

“Indications,” said Mr. von Herr- 
man Thursday, “are that a light 
shower will visit Atlanta Friday. 
But, while this is what the meteor- 
ological interpretation of the ele- 
ments imply, there is no certainty 
of this fact. Chances are that the 
day will be much the same as Thurs- 
day, very warm. But in the after- 
noon fleeting clouds are scheduled 
to appear over our city, which should 
be productive of light passing show 
ers.” 

Farmers Need Rain. 

While the present drouth Das 
not yet assumed the menacing form, 
conditions down-state, particularly 
among farmers, point to the fact 
that rain would be welcome. A few 
more days, they assert, and they 
will be seriously affected. There- 
fore, Mr.- Von Herrman’s “hope,” 
rather than declaration, of showers 
Friday, will intensify the genera] 
suspense regarding things which 
the day will bring forth. 

The summer months so far have 
been much warmer than those of 
1920, or even 1919. The mean tem- 
perature has been higher than the 
corresponding period of the past 
two years, but the precipitation has 
been much lower. 

But it is pointed out by weather 
men that the nineteenth or twen- 
tieth day of drouth is nothing to 
cause undue alarm. The longest 
period of dry days of the state was 
that which prevailed in 1884. from 
September 13 to October 31, 39 days. 

Summer Drouths Bad. 

Mr. Von Herrmann said that on 
account of the intense heat and 
glaring sunshine usually associated 
with periods of dry weather in sum- 
mer and the consequent rapid evap- 
oration at times when vegetation re- 
quires an abundant supply of nrois- 
ture for transpiration, summer 
drouths are invariably more disas- 
trous than the long drouths of 
autumn. .

Fish Culture Aid 
From This State 


Legislature Required to Pass 
More Stringent Food and 
Game Fish Laws. 


BY CLARK HOWELL, JR. 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, June 9.— (By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Unless 
the laws of the state of Georgia 
are strengthened during the ap- 
proaching session of the legisla- 
ture so as to give further protection 
to the food and game fish of the 
6tate the United States governmen’ 
will withdraw the aid it is at pres- 
ent giving to the development of 
fish cultural operations in Georgia. 
According to letters written by 
H. M. Smith, commissioner of the 
federal bureau of fisheries, to Clyde 
Matthews, Georgia commissioner of 
game and fish,and to Senator W. J. 
Harris the present enactments of 
the Georgia legislature are not suf- 


ficiently stringent to comply with 
the government requirements and 
unless they are strengthened it will 
be necessary for the government 
to cut .the state’s appropriation. 

Mr. Smith cites in his lettere that 
section of the federal statutes whicn 
provides that no appropriation will 
be given to those states which do 
not adequately and according to 
government requirements, protect 
their food and game fish. 

In his letter to Senator Harris, 
Mr. Smith states that “the bureau 
makes no criticism of Georgia, as 
you will note, but feels that the 
present laws are not sufficient for 
the purpose intended. It is not the 
bureau’s intention to recommend 
immediatecurtailment of fish cultural 
operations in any of the states con- 
cerned, but the need for greater and 
more intelligent protection and con- 
servation of food and game fish in 
practically all parts of the country 
is imperative, and this need is con- 
Stantly increasing. The bureau con- 
ceives it to be its duty to use every 
influence in an effort to bring the 
States in line for fish protection and 
give them an opportunity to so 
amend their laws that they may 
comply with the wise requiremente 


‘of congress regarding the bureau’s 


activities. 

Following his correspondence 
with Commissioner Matthews and 
the receipt of the Georgia laws pro- 
tecting fish, Mr. Smith wrote to the 
Georgia fish and game warden as 
follows: 

“From the information now in 
our hande it does not appear that 
your state laws are adequate to 
meet this mandate of congress. The 
bureau. requires protection during 
spawning time and a proper ‘size’ 
and ‘bag’ limit are highly desirable, 
if not absolutely essential, and the 
rigid restrictions regarding the use 
of seines and other forms of nets 
should not be overlooked.” ; 

Commissionar Matthews is pre- 
paring for the legislature a bill 
which will remove all inadequacies 
of the present law and will have it 
ready to either submit to some rep- 
resentative to introduce, or to his 
successor in office on June 22, who 
will urge its immediate passage. 

When the proposed measure is 
completed, it will be released for 
publication, it is stated.

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SENATE 10 PROBE 
CARE OF VETERANS 


Washington, June 9.—Investiga- 
tion of all government agencies 
dealing with former service ‘men 
was ordered by the senate today 
in adopting a resolution by Sena- 
tor Walsh, democrat, Massachusetts, 
creating a select committee to con- 
duct the inquiry. The vote was 
unanimous. 

Adoption of the resolution’ fol- 
folowed much criticism in congress 
and elsewhere of delays in acting 
on former service men's claims.

World Business 
Still Reported 
In Quiet State 


Washington, June 9.—World eco- 
nomic conditions during May point- 
ed to no immediate general busi- 
ness revival, according to the 
monthly summaries from its for- 
eign representatives issued tonight 
by the bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce, 

Considerable improvement finan- 
cially was noted in Europe, but trade 
and shipping were dull with mark- 
ed industrial difficulties apparent 
in some countries, In the Far East, 


improvement in conditions was re- 
ported slight and in South America 
the situation was deciared practi- 
cally unchanged, but with a less 
contident tone to future prospects. 

Varying conditions in the cotton 
markets abroad were reported. In- 
quiries relative to American cot- 
ton were reported to be increasing 
in Belgium, and a slizht increase in 
imports was noted in France. Stocks 
of American cotton at Havre May 19, 
totaled 117,000 bales and 37,000 bales 
were reported afloat. 


Stocks in Britain. 


The cotton market in Portugal 
was declared to be uiastocked, while 
a notable decrease in the stocks of 
cotton in Great Britain was observ- 
ed during the month. These amount 
to 95,000 bales as compared _ to 
125,000 bales on hand at the same 
time last year, 

In England during the month a 
downward tendency in price was 
shown. A general strike in the cot- 
ton industry there 1s expected, the 
report said, because of proposed 
wage reductions. 

“ Demand for cotton in China was 
reported dull, because of overstock- 
ed markets. There was a notable 
increase in cotton mill machinery, 
cotton spindles and cotton yarn, 
while Chinese and Japanese invest- 
ment capital was going into cotton. 
Coal Strike Situation. 

While money is easier in Great 
Britain, the coal strike has caused 
a general sfagnation of trade and 
industry, the London report declar- 
ed. The industrial situation proba- 
bly has never been worse, the re- 
port continued, with over 2,000,000 
persons idle and all industries are 
operating on part time. 

The French goverament appears 
satisfied with the success of the 
100,000,000-pound :van Mmoated in the 
United States, and feels it will per- 
mit payment of debts previously 
made in this country, the Paris re- 
port asserted. Evidences of falling 
off in Belgian industries affected 
by the British coal strike, were re- 
ported from Brussels, together with 
an increase in the imports of Amer- 
ican foodstuffs ana cotton. 

A decreased foreign trade, togeth- 
er with an acute industrial crisis re- 
sulting in Italy during the month. 
Splendid crop prospects, however, 
were reported. 

German Conditions, 


The financial situation appears to 
be improving in Germany, the 
Berlin report declared, but the 
industrial situation is being seri- 
ously hampered by _ the Silesian 
trouble and consequent coal short- 
age. Marked activity in establish- 
ing agencies in Austria by Lritish, 
East Indian and yapanese interests 
was noted. 

There were no signs of improve- 
ment in economic conditions in the 
Scandinavian ‘countries, the ad- 
vices said. 

A revival of industrial activity in 
China was offset by depressed com- 
modity markets and a small silk 
crop, according to the Pekin report, 
rwhile economic conditions in Japan 
were said by Tokio advices to show 
only a slight improvement, though 
the financial situation was better. 

Except for improvement in the 
government finances, economic con- 
ditions in Mexico were 
practically unchanged. rs 

Argentine financial conditions 
were reported as about the same, 
but with a decrease in commercial 
failures. Imports from Great Brit- 
ain, except textiles, were observed 
to be decreasing and German com- 
petition was reported keener. 

Little change in the commercial 
situation in Brazil was noted. The 
Belgian economic mission was said 
to be actively promoting trade re- 
lations with Brazil while Germany 
was making every effort to regain 
its former posttion, beimsg favored 
by its liberal credit terms and low 
exchange rates. 

The financial position of the Chil- 
ean government was reported as 
still critical and ,continued unset- 
tled economic in Peru 
were shown.

Key, that “the world owed him a 
living and that if he couldn't get 
it he would die, but not alone.” 

The police, explaining the events 
leading up to the battle, said to- 
night that Mrs. Key early thie 
morning asked Kelley to pay his 
bill which amounted to $75. When 
he refused she called police. : 

Two detectives were sent to make 
the arrest. They were met by gun 
fire. Police reserves with machine 
guns then were sent to the scene. 

Police whe descended into the at- 
tic after a cessation of the machine 
gun fire, found Kelley’s body lying 
on a bed, the heart pierced by a 
shot. In one pocket was a 45-calibre 
pistol and in another was a smaller 


gun. 

Huddled just out of the range of 
Kelley's deadly fire thousands saw 
the battle between police squads 
and the barricaded man, who kept 
up an intermittent fire from the at- 
tic windows. The potice had diffi- 
culty in opening a lane through the 
throng as Kelley’s body was borne 
into the police emergency ambu- 
lance. Kelley was reported to have 
purchased a trunk full of ammuni- 
tion. Persons in the neighborhood 
said that Kelley had purchased arms 
instead of food on frequent occa- 
sions and had talked of “starting a 
war.” 

Kelley was a waiter. Police have 
been unable yet to ascertain from 
what city in Oklahoma he came 
from.

Washington, June 9.—Déetails of 
the 1918 campaign expenditures 
made in behalf of Senator Newber- 
ry continued today to engross the 
senate committee engaged in hear- 
ing Henry Ford's contest against 
the seating of the Michigan senator. 
Witnesses were called in quick suc- 
cession and’ for comparatively brief 
periods, to supplement testimony 
they had given at the trial of the 
criminal case against the senator 
at Grand Rapids, Mich.

Jews had a general conspiracy to 
control the senate and the govern- 
ment and that they had backed New- 
berry. He said that a million dol- 
lars had ‘been spent in the state 
to carry the election.

of the senator, said he gave $25,000. 


to the campaign without being so- 
licited, whereupon Alfred Lucking, 
counsel for Ford, read from trial 
records book accounts showing Mr. 
Barnes credited with $45,000. Frank 
W. Blair, a Detroit banker who had 
handled the funds, said that a 
clerk in my office made a mistake 
in running off the figures,” but 
the investigation left unsettled the 
exact source of the extra $20.090. 

William J. Mickel, a democrat, of 
Michigan. said he was given $348 
from the.Newberry campaign to fi- 
nance a democratic candidate to run 
against Ford in the primary elec- 
tion. 

“T don’t know how you can help 
vour candidate better than by help- 
ing me out with mine,” he said he 


told the Newberry committee, adding 


that he gave Helm, a democrat, who 
consented to run, $50 a week for 
four weeks out of the money. 
Pau] H. King. manager of the 
Newberry campaign, was recalled to 
the stand just before adjournment, 
and Mr. Lucking stated that he in- 
tended to conduct a prolonged exam- 
ination of the witness tomorrow.

Police went to work on the 
theory the poison was given to him 
in his food while he was. being 
cared for at home, but their in- 
vestigation along this line brought 
them nothing.

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SENATE TO REPORT 
ON SOLDIER BANUS 


Washington, June 9.—The senate 
finance committee will meet next 
week to hear the report of its sub- 
committee recommending passage 
of the soldier bonus bill, and is ex- 
pected to report the measure to the 
Senate shortly thereafter. 

Senator Penrose, chairman of the 
Subcommittee, said on his return 
from Philadelphia that he expected 
the main committee to “go along” 
with the subcommittee In its action. 

Penrose said also that he saw no 
reason why enactment of the bonus 
bill should wait until congress has 
completed its permanent tariff law 
and its revision of the tax laws. He 
explained that no cash payments 
are immediately required, which 
would obviate the necessity of pro- 
visions for raising revenue. 

“The question of raising revenue 
will have to be met eventually, of 
course,” said Penrose, “but there is 
no objection in the meantime to 
giving veterans definite assurances 
that by congressional action that 
congress intends to do what is prop- 
er and right.’’

SENATE APPROVES 
FARM LOAN BONDS 


Kenyon Bill. Authorizes 
Increase in Interest 
Rate Equal to Private 
Banks. 


Washington, June 9.—The senate 
has approved a bill offered by Sen- 
ator Kenyon, of Iowa, which will 
permit federa] farm loan banks to 
issue bonds bearing 5 1-2 per cent 
interest, instead of 5 per cent, the 
present limitation. 

Kenyon explained that the 6 per 
cent limit made it difficult for the 
joint stock loan banks, organized 
as a part of the farm loan banking 
system, to dispose of their bonds 
in competition with private banking 
institutions. As a result of this, ac- 
cording to Kenyon, extension of 
rears to farmers was made diffi- 
cult. 

The maximum interest which 
farmers can pay to banks under 
terms of the law remains as at pres- 
ent, 6 per cent.

Senator Medill McCormick very 
promptly and very properly, sim- 
ply as a senator and as,a patriotic 
American citizen, made formal but 
vigorous complaint to the execu- 
tive branch of the government, 
and Secretary Denby’s cable to 
Sims followed.

If this were the admiral’s first 
offense of this nature it might be 
discounted, if not entirely excused, 
as being merely a_ thoughtless 
breach of discretion, but it is not. 

As far back as in 1898, immedi- 
ately following our war with Spain, 
Sims, during a tour abroad, said 
publicly that in a fight with a 
first-class naval power the United

TRAINING POLICEMEN. | 
There is much wisdom and 


sound sense in the suggestions 
bearing upon crime prevention 
and detection made by William 


A. Pinkerton, head of the famous 
detective agency that bears his 
name, in an address before the 
International Association of Chiefs 
of Police, in convention at St. 
Louis, the other day. 

He urged the necessity of keep- 
ing complete, up-to-date Bertillion, 
finger-print and other records of 
all criminals dealt with by the va- 
rious American and Canadian po- 
lice departments as a means of 
identifying seasoned offenders 
against the law; and he argued 
that knowledge of the fact that his 
record and identification marks 
are on file in police headquarters 
throughout the continent has a 
tendency to deter and discourage 
the habitual wrong-doer from the 
pursuit of his criminal career, 

But one of the most practical, 
certainly the most novel, of his 
suggestions was that. training 
schools for policemen be _ estab- 
lished in large cities, through 
which applicants for positions 
would have to pass before being 
eligible to any police force. 

“I believe,” said the great de- 
tective— 

“That police training schools 
should be established in the cities 
Of this country. . « « 

“Putting a uniform on a man and 
sending him out on a beat does not 
make him a policeman. It is just as 
necessary for a policeman or a po- 
lice detective to learn his trade as 
it is for a shoemaker or a black- 
smith to serve his apprenticeship.” 
. The policeman’s office is one 
of great importance to the commu- 
nity, and it is necessary to the 
best welfare of the community 
that it be filled only by men who 
are competent and trustworthy in 
every respect. 

It is as important to the com- 
munity, in fact, that its policing— 
the safeguarding of life and limb 
and property rights—be in the 
hands of men trained for that pur- 
pose as it is that the safeguarding 
of its health be entrusted only to 
men and women trained in medi- 
cine and surgery, in nursing and 
in sanitation. 

There is no more reason why 
a man should be given a police- 
man’s uniform, star, billy and gun, 
just because he is big and strong 
and a good marksman with a re- 
volver, irrespective of how much 
or how little he may know about 
the business of policing, than there 
is that men and women should be 
authorized to act as doctors and 
nurses and sanitation inspectors 
without other than merely physi- 
cal qualifications. 

There should be training schools 
for policemen, just as there are 
training schools for nurses, doc: 
tors, chemists, dentists, teachers, 
etc. 

The policeman’s business should 
be put in the category of a profes- 
sion, and one demanding mental, 
temperamental and moral as well 
as physical fitness; and no man 
should be vested with police au- 
thority until he can produce evi- 
dence of having undergone a stip- 
ulated ‘period of training for the 
position.

Editor Constitution: I read with a

The Georgia Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion’s advisory board, at a meeting 


in Atlanta held May 16, adopted 
three resolutions. They were: 

Abolishment of State Bureau of 
Markets; abolishment of oil in- 
spectors in every county in the state, 
and in their stead the appointment 
of six or eight centralized termi- 
nal oil inspectors, and a change in 
the inspecting system of fertilizer. 

These three resolutions were made 
purely as economic moves. The ad- 
vVisory board went on record as fa- 
voring the department of agricul- 
ture; that it believed it was a vital 
and most essential department in 
the administration of the state’s af- 
fairs That the Georgia Farm Bu- 
reau Federation wishes to dismem- 
ber the department of agriculture 
is purely a myth, a creation of ene- 
mies of the farm bureau designed 
to becloud its real purpose. 

I wish to state that the State 
College of Agriculture has nothing 
whatever to do with the Georgia 
Farm Bureau Federationin shaping 
its policies, or in fixing its program 
of work. The farm bureau federation 
does, however, co-operate with the 
State College of Agriculture when- 
ever it can heh the farmers of 
Georgia. It co-operates and will 
co-operate with any farmers’ or- 
ganization in Georgia to that end. 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule has no con- 
nection with this bureau and did 
not instigate the resolutions adopt- 
ed at the advisory board meeting, 
nor did he have any knowledge 
whatever that they were be 
passed.

MAKING NIGHTS HIDEOUS. 

What has become of the old- 
fashioned baby that used to settle 
down about 11 G. N. to have the 
colic? And consume all kinds of 
castor oil, essence of pepsin, pep- 
perment, catnip tea, hammile, pare- 
goric and soothing syrup? And 
holler loud enough to disturb folks 
four blocks away, and contract his 
liddle belly and draw up his wee 
small legs—well, any old woman 
knows all about it. He just doesn’t 
prevail any more, not to any appre- 
ciable extent, because eVen in Our 
worst managed households nowadays 
there are faint glimmerings of intel- 
ligence discernible and even our most 
popular family doctors are rather 
less swayed by grandma’s convic- 
tion than their predecessors were. 

Now don’t turn away mad. I am 
not going to tell you there is no 


such thing as colic in babies. PF am 
willing to concede that sonre-disease 
states really happen. All I intend 
to say is that colic in infants covers 
a multitude of diagnostic sins, and 
at least nine times out of ten when 
grandma and the neighbors are all 
swearing it is colic and the doctor 
is swearing it pag it isn’t. The 
old-time doctor did his swearing a 
little less frankly than the doctor 
does today. That is all. 


Wait! Wait! Let me 


Dr. T. Wood Clarke, of Utica, N. Y., 
who stood right up in meeting and 
told all the doctors of the @edical 
Society of the State of New York 
that “The most common group of 
symptoms producef by otitis media 
(ear inflamation) in the young in- 
fant are commonly called colic; 
namely, vomiting, crying, often with 
a sharp scream and drawing up of 
the legs, for the infant will do this 
when in pain from any cause; with 
the crying there is a swallowing of 


‘air, with the resutling belching and 


borbory gmi (sounds made by air in 
the bowels. In such cases colic has 
been diagnosed, usually the feeding 
has been reduced, cathartics have 
been given, and to the original pain 
of the earache have been added the 
pangs of hunger and the gripes of 
eastor oil. . .-. The routine ex- 
amination of the ears in every ill 
child will not only give a great deal 
of immediate relief to the patient 
(if infection within the drum 1s 
found and given outlet), but will 
save the physician the chagrin of 
having the ‘colic’ clear up with a 
running @@f. ..«- 

Another frequent cause of symp- 
toms mistakenly attributed to colic, 
according to Dr. Clarke, is “old- 
fashioned spunk, aggravated by bad 
training and bad habits. The baby 
that is picked up every time it cries 
(Oh you Auntie!), that is waked up 
at night to be shown off to visitors 
(cruel parents!), that is rocked to 
sleep or jounced in the hopes of 
shaking a smile out of it (Ah, lis- 
ten, Grandma!), soon gets the 
idea in its’ little head that 
if -it wants ‘“anytiing in this 
world, all it has to do is to yell 
loud enough and it will get it. If 
its particular desire is not recog- 
nized and gratified, it will scream, 
hold its breath, draw up its legs and 
kick them out again at its fury, 
Hence the diagnosis of colic and the 
resultant peppermint, castor oil and 
enemata. After a couple of hours 
of guch treatment, the baby becomes 
thoroughly tired out and disgusted 
and cries to be left alone and al- 
lowed to go to sleep... The madder

why the farm bureau favors them: 

The State Bureau of Markets cost 
the tax-payers of Georgia $38,479.08 
in 1920. In return, all the good the 
average farmer got from thig de- 
Partment, so far as we have been 
able to find out, and we have 
searched diligently, was the issu- 
ance of a weekly market bulletin. 

This market bulletin was designed 
to tell the farmers of the state the 
weekly market, prices on various 
farm products. At one time during 
the year the bulletin was suspend- 
ed, announcement being made that 
there were not sufficient funds to 
operate it. A subscription list was 
passed around the state, asking 
every farmer to contribute 25 cents 
to help pay the cost of this bulle- 
tin. A goodly sum was realized in 
this way. But it seems that stil] 
the funds available were not suf- 
ficient for the bureau to continue 
the publication of the bulletin, and 
to make up the deficit advertis- 
ing space was sold to anybody who 
had the money to buy it. Then 
news matter began to creep In and 
also political propaganda and in 
short the market feature was al- 
most obliterated under the mass of 
other matter. 

The Georgia Farm Bureau Federa- 
‘tion, after a careful investigation, 
believes that the State Bureau of 
Markets hag never warranted ‘its 
own existence and has been purely 
and simply a political office, cost- 
ing the state over $40,000 annually, 
and provided practically nothing 
in return. 


Regarding the reduction in the 


number of oil inspectors, I beg to 
call your attention to these simple 
facts: 

There are at present in Georgia 
163 oil inspectors, receiving an aver- 
age salary, of $192 monthly. Their 
duties are to inspect oil shipped 
into their respective counties, for 
which the oi] company pays a fee 
of so much per car, which you 
will realize is added on to the cost 
of the oil to the ultimate consumer. 
The farm bureau has devised a Plan 
Whereby six or eight terminally 
located oil inspectors could inepect 
every drop of oil shipped into Geor- 
gia, seal it and waybill it so sealed 
to its destination. In this matter 
more than $200,000 would be saved 
the state, while the work of in- 
specting oil would be done just as 
efficiently as it ig now. 

The same is true of the fertilizer 
inspectors, and I think it is hardly 
necessary to go into further de- 
tails regarding them. 

Purely Economic. 
These moves are purely economic; 


they are not criticisms of the de- 
partment of agriculture at all, but 
are designed to relieve the state of 
a great deal of useless expense, 
thereby providing over $300,000 ex- 
tra income to Georgia annually, 
while the work would be carried 
On just as gatisfactorily as it is 
now, 


I forgot to tell you while talking 
about the State Bureau of Markets 


that the work which this depart- 
ment 18 supposed to do is being 
done by the State College of .Agri- 
culture, by the Georgia Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, and by every other 
farmers’ organization.

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ROADS ASK 70 CUT 
HOURS IN DEPOTS 


Georgia Carriers Declare 

They Would Save Half 
Million Annually on 8- 
Hour Schedules. 


Contending that they would be 
saveé@ over a half million dollars an- 
nually by establishing an eight- 
hour opening schedule of depots in 
towns under ten thousand popula- 
tion, all Georgia carriers, Thursday 
afternoon, filed a petition with the 
state railroad commisison seeking 
toamend the controlling rules. The 
Case was set for hearing On July 26. 

At present, the commission's 
freight rule No, 125, specifies that 
depots in towns under ten thousand 
population shall remain open from 
7 in the morning until noon, and 
in the afternoon until] 6, from April 
1 to September 30. From October 1 
to March 31, the offices shall remain 
open from 7 in the morning until 
noon, and from 1 to 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the rules prescribe. 

Passenger rule No. 10, of the board, 
provides that the depots shall re- 
main open until 10 o'clock at night 
for any passenger train. The car- 
‘riers maintain that by changing this 
schedule they will be saved ap- 
proximately $659,857 each year, 
which is now beimg paid out in 
over-time wages. 

In their petition it is proposed 
to open the depots from 8 to l2and 
from 1 to 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
This would provide an eight-hour 
schedule in all towns under ten 
thousand ‘population,. it is stated, 
and save the roads over-time 
in wages in this respect. 

When the petition is argued, how- 
ever, much opposition is expected to 
the change, the patrons taking the 
position that a too great an in- 
convenience will be caused and 
business interrupted. With the 
present financial conditions of rail- 
roads, the decrease in ovér-time 
wages would bring about a saving 
for which a strong fight will be 


waged.

The two courses are about 
sixty miles apart and well south of 
the southern edge of the drift ice. 

At present ice is drifting south at 
“Warying rates that reach forty miles 
a day in the ease of some of the 
bergs, Admiral Chandler said. 

“By following the course recom- 
mended, as most of the large com- 
panies do,” he said, “there is little 
danger of encountering ice in the 
trans-Atlantic voyage, because we 
know where the ice is all the time 
and our radio warnings are received 
throughout the Atlantic.”

Upshaw, H. Foster Bain, director of 
the bureau of mines, assures the 
Georgia congressman that he will 
consider the possibility of a _ sta- 
tion in Georgia and continues to 
state “in that connection we have 
here a very lively appreciation of 
the excellent work done by the 
Georgia School of Technology and 
the many advantages which would

In the solving of the mystery of 
the “serpent tomb,” in the Colonial 
cemetery in Savannah, a century-old 
puzzle was cleared up today, when 
the name of Archibald Bulloch was 
inscribed on the tomb. ~He wae the 


first “president of Georgia.” 


The monument concerning which 
there had been so much speculation 
is more than 150 years old. It was 
an obelisk more than twelve feet 
high, with a gnake in circular form 
on each side. About the tomb 
clung many tales, one of the most 
popular of which was that beneath 
it slept a young man killed in a 
duel, and who had requested that 
bis grave be unmarked witb in- 
scription to identify him. 

Today an inscription duly author- 
ized was completed. Beneath the 
unique stone sleeps the first gov- 
ernor of Georgia, an ancestor of 
Theadore Roosevelt, late former 
president of the United States, 
Archibald Bulloch. 

Miss Emma Bulloch, of Washing- 
ton, a great-great-granddaughter of 
Archibald Bulloch, on a visit to Sa- 
vannah, has caused a proper inscrip- 
tion to be fixed upon the tomb. 


The inscription reads as follows: 
“Archibald Bulloch, . first president 
of Georgia, 1776-1777; born iin 
South Carolina 1730; died in Savan- 
nah, 1777; patriot, soldier, states- 
man. sonra let the memory of 
Archibald Bulloch live in your 
breasts; tell your children of him, 
and let others tell another genera- 
tion.” 

Bulloch was the great-grandfa- 
ther of Mittie Bulloch, who was the 
rnother of Theodore Roosevelt. 

Miss Bulloch declares that there 
has never been any mystery about 
the “serpent tomb.” She explains 
that her family has not lived in Sa- 
vannah for years,. but that it has 
been the purpose always to suitably 
mark the grave of the distinguished 
Georgian of colonial times.

THREE DIXIE MEN 
LIKELY ON BOARD

Raleigh Hotel, 
Washington, June 9.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—It is expect- 
ed that at least three members of 
the congressional commiasion to 
study the legislative needs of ag- 


riculture, just created, will come 
from the south. -Among those most 
prominently mentionea today are 
Senators Smith, of South Carolina; 
Fletcher, of Florida, and Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, and Representatives 
Lee, of Georgia, and Jacoway, of 
Arkansas, 

This commission, now established 
by law, is the outcome of an idea 
developed by Charles F. Barrett, 
President of the National Farmers’ 
union, of Georgia. it is the outcome 
of a year of conferences between 
leaders of all the great farm organ- 
izations and leaders in congress, at 
which were discussed the adverse 
agricultural conditions during the 
readjustment period. Reaifzing the 
futility of meeting the situation 
with piecemeal probes and emergen- 
cy measures, it was determined to 
have a joint congressional commit- 
tee go to the bottom of the troubles. 
Upon the findings of this will be 
based all future legislation affect- 
ing agriculture. 

The subjects to be investigated 
are: 

1, Causes of the present condition 
of agriculture. ; \ 

2. Cause of difference between 
prices paid to producers and ulti- 
mate cost to consumer. 

38. Comparative condition of 
dustries other than agriculture. 

4. Relation of prices of commodi- 
ties other than agricultural prod- 
ucts to such products. 

5. Banking and financial resources 
and credits of the country affecting 
agriculture. 

6. Marketing and transportation 
facilities. 

Upon the appointment of the five 
members of the house by the speak- 
er and five senators by the vice 
president, as provided in the reso- 
lution, the commission will begin 
at once to organize for the all-em- 
bracing probe. It is suggested that 
subcommittees on marketing, trans- 
portation, distribution and finance 
will be appointed to investigate the 
special provisions of the resolution. 

Senator Lenroot, titular author of 
the resolution, pointed out that much 
of the work of the commission will 
be in correlating the great mass of 
information already in the hands of 
the federal trade commission and 
the department of agriculture, 

“Separated this information is al- 
most useless,” declared Senator 
Lenroot. “We can weave it togeth- 
er at comparatively small expense 
and give congress authentic facts 
concerning all conditions affecting 
uzriculture and the causes for these 
special burdens. We can then de- 
termine what can be done in the 
power of congress, and frame reme- 
dial legislation accordingly. 

“One of the chief things we hope 
to do is to fix the responsibility for 
profiteering. To do this we will 
trace agricultural products from the 
producer to the consumer. If some- 
body along the line is getting more 
than his share of the profjts, the 
American public should know it.

It was said’that he had re- 
cently sold a repair garage in West 
End, and had planned to build a new 
home this summer. 

Mrs. Carter said that her husband 
left home at 2 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon, and told her that he was 
going to town on business. 

“He told me that if he wasn't 
home by 8 o'clock, he would call 
me up,” she said. “Naturally, I be- 
came worried when he failed to re- 
turn home, and before midnight I 
notified the police of his unexplain- 
ed absence.” 

The opinion was expressed that 
Carter had just alighted from a 
street car and started across the 
railroad when a train hit him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carter lived in At- 
lanta for about 20 years. He is sur- 
vived by his mother, Mrs. S. J. Lif- 
sey, of Cleveland; one brother, J. A.

It healed well enough to stand the 
training work after a few days of 
rest, but Dempsey’s sparring part- 
ners were cautioned against muss- 
ing up that eyebrow after. 

They could hit Jack on the chin 
or the nose and he had no complaint, 
but he didn’t want a half-healed 
‘cut over his eye when he got into 
lthe ring with Willard. One of Wil- 
lard’s jabs might open it and while 
no real harm would be done, 
| Dempsey would appear to be in bad 
shape and a little blood might in- 
fluence the referee in giving a de- 
cision if the bout went the schedule 
twelve rounds. 

Jack Must Look Good. 


While there’s no decision in the 
coming Carpentier match, Dempsey 
doesn’t care to Jook like a loser 
through having a cut over his left 
eye. Another thing, a.severe cut 
along the eyebrow bleeding at times 
is likely to interfere with the sight 
of a fighter’s left eye which is the 
eye nearest the enemy and naturally 
most active in seeing blows in time 
to hlock, avoid or counter.

Tender Eyebrows Worry Both 
Jack Dempsey and Carpentier 


look very closely, a thin white line 
along the upper edge of the left 
eyebrow. ’ 

George Engel, manager of Frank 
Klaus, when Frank fought Carpen- 
tier in France some years ago, stood 
beside me at Carpentier’s place and 
watched the Frenchman boxing with 
Joe Jeannette. “Looks as if no box- 
ing gloves had ever landed on him,” 
I said. “The only scar he has didn’t 
come from a boxing glove,” said 
Engel, “but you take a good look 
at his left eyebrow. I saw him get 
that in the fight with Papke. 

Georges Weakened. 


“When they fought,” Engel went 
on, “Carpentier was forced to do 166 
pounds the middleweight limit, and 
as he was naturally about six or 
eight pounds heavier in fine condi- 
tion, he had to half kill himself to 
do it. I know myself that he didn’t 
have a bite to eat or a drop of wa- 
ter or anything else for seventeen 
hours before he got into the ring. 
He was baked and steamed and dried 
out to the limit, barely making the 
weight at that. 

“He was so weak that for ten 
rounds Papke slaughtered him, and 
it looked as if Georges didn’t have 
a chance in the world. He could 
hardly put his hands up from the 
start. Then in the tenth Carpentier 
began to come back, and Papke was 
arm weary from hitting him For 
six rounds Georges beat Papke all 
over the ring. It was the greatest 
rally I ever saw. In the seventeenth 
both of them started right hands at 
the same time, and their heads came 
together with a crush. The top of 
Papke’s head caugnt Georges on 
the left eyebrow and cut him clear 
across from his nose to his cheek 
bone. The eyebrow dropped down 
over his eye life a flap, blinding him. 
He went right on fighting, but the 
crowd thought his eye was out and 
began to yell, ‘Stop! Stop it!’ 

“The referee couldn't do anything 
else. Carpentier lost the fight 
through an accident. He wasn’t 
stopped and he didn’t want to SLOp. 
There’s no quit _ him.” 

Here Carpentibr hopped over the 
and leaged down to the 

When we met a little later, 
Engel said: “Remember your fight 
with Papke? How iong was it you 
didn't eat or drink before that fight 
Georges?” 

Carpentier laughed and shrugged 
his shoulder. “Oh, very long days. 
I was so weak in the ring I had not 
strength of my little finger now,” 
and Georges dagged the finger fee- 
bly to illustrate his point. 
| There is a great difference in looks 
between Dempsey and Carpentier, 
the Frenchman is unscarred and it 
must be remembered that he fought 
many of the best little men in Eng- 
land while he was growing and 
whatever English heavyweights 
may be, it is well known that the 
smaller men over there have skill 
and fighting ability. 

Dempsey, on the other hand, is 
unmistakably a fighter. He has 
good ears, but the _ front of his 
fighting top has panes into many a 
hard wallop. His noSe is dented, 
his lips thickened and there are 
scars of battle along his eyebrows, 
cut this difference «comes largely 
through the difference in their train- 
ing, a difference I nave noticed in 
all of my daily visits to the camp. 

When Dempsey boxes he always 
tears in, encouraging his sparring 
partners to hit him as hard and as 
often as they can. It isn’t part of 
his idea to maul them without let- 
ting them maul him, In his actual 
ring fights Dempsey never regeived 
any injury, for he attacks so furi- 
ously that his opponents have al- 
ways been too busy on the defense 
to have time to do much accurate 
hitting. ; 

In training Carpentier uses all his 

skill to find openings and hit with- 
out being hit. If he is as elusive 
in a real fight as he is in a practice 
bout, even Dempsey is going to have 
trouble finding him. Not that Car- 
pentier runs away. He doesn’t. His 
footwork is very much like Benny 
Leonard's, as Benny shcwed it. last 
Monday night in the fight with Kan- 
sas. He moves straight in and 
straight back only a few inches or 
a foot or two in quick steps bal- 
anced well on his toes and so light- 
ly that his feet make no sound and 
seem hardly to touch the floor. 
He is always just near enough to 
deliver a blow, if he sees an open- 
ing, and far enough away to duck 
out of danger. 

At Carpentier’s training camp box- 
ing is merely a light pleasant ex- 
ercise. If he does any rough work 
it is in private. It cannet be very

Bullish aspects of the govern- 
ment report brought about a de- 
cided upturn as soon as the wheat 
market opened. For a while, how- 
ever, rushes to buy were held more 
or less in check as a result of new 
breaks ‘in foreign exchange and be- 
cauSe of weakness in the stock mar- 
ket. Then gossip began to circulate 
that railway employees were seri- 
ously discusSing a general tie-up, 
and that the consequence might be 
great difficulty in the delivery of 
wheat on contracts, especially dur- 
ing July. Shorts took alarm and 
did not stop bidding until the mar- 
ket for July had kited as high as 
$1.40%, a level within 1 cent of the 
topmost price so far this season. 
Subsequent downturns were ap- 
parently due to profit-taking on the 
part of holders and to advices from 
Springfield that proposed anti-pit 
exchange was again a factor. Rail- 
road strike predictions were bearish 
as to corn, although bullish as to 
wheat, the reason being that termi- 
nal stocks of corn are heavy, 
whereas the wheat supply is light.
